Since that 
time he has lived almost continu- 
ously In Jefferson or Kock counties. 
While Mr. Flfleld Is ulglity-slx years 
of age lip Is hale and hearty and his 
rcmlnlscenses'of tho early days In 
Wisconsin are more than Interesting. 


Born In New Hampshire 


Mr. Flfleld was born In New Hamp- 


shire hut his father moved to Ver- 
mont when he was but throe years 
old. 
As n youth ho worked with 


his father on the nineteen hundred 
acre barren farm In the Green moun- 
tains whore scarcely a hundred ac- 
res was good farming land. 
In tho 


sprlns of 1K37 ho started for Wis- 
consin with a party of ten. Twenty- 
seven 
days were consumed In mak- 


ing tho trip and he landed In Mil- 
waukee June 11, 18I!".

The Trip 


The laity started 
from Montpell- • 


or. Vt., In May. 
They traveled to 


l.nke Champlaln which they crossed 
In a small steamboat. 
Thence they 


Journeyed by way of tho North ca- 
nal to Troy. 
Here they took the ' 


slow packets to Buffalo. 
At Buffalo 


they took passage to Detroit, 
Ar- 


riving here they found that 
there 


wore no accommodations for tnc trip 
further west anjl with part of the 
party Mr. Flfleld walked overland to

St. Joseph. Mich., a distance of 280 
miles. At St. Josch a boat was tak- 
en to Chicago, a city or seven thous- 
and persons.

Loss of llfo 
was entailed In tho outbreaks nt these 
villages, but the reports fall to state 
how ninny persons wore killed. 


The officials now assert the troubles 


at Klshcnev wort? an .uprising'of the 
peasantry against tho Jewish socialist 
movement.

Plehve Is said to havo rend the Jewish 
deputation, which saw him recently, a 
lecture on the dangers of socialism, 
warning them that they must control 
their young men, otherwise the emigra- 
tion of Jews from Russia would reach 
unprecedented proportions. 


The Osvobozhdenle, which IB n no- 


torious nntl-ScmltIc organ, asserts that 
Vice Governor Oustroiiger addressed 
the Jows at the funeral of tho victims 
of the Klshenev massacre as follows: 


"Gentlemen:

The Work of Holding Together War- 


ring Racial and Religious Elements 
li a Gigantic One—Winning Diplo- 
macy of Dr. Von Korber. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Austria-Hungary la naturally n hot- 


bed of strife. 
It contains racial nnd 


religious elements hopelessly antipa- 
thetic, there Is a flaw In Its scheme of 
constitutional unity and the problem 
of maintaining satisfactory lineal and 
financial relations between tho two 
halves 
of 
the 
monarchy puts Its 


statesmen absolutely 
at 
their wits' 


ends. It U this phase of the empire's 
troubles which has been acute for tho 
last five years and which has recently 
been responsible for one of the most 
dramatic Incidents In the political hla- 
tory of modern Europe. 


The fiscal and tlnunclnl relations of 


Austria and Hurgnry, unlike their po- 
lltlral, military and diplomatic rela- 
tions, arc subject to decennial revi- 
sion. They are embodied In n-treaty 
known as the "ausglelrh" or customs 
union. When this arrangement, which 
Is about fifty years old, rame up for 
confirmation In 18!i" there was a dead- 
lock between the two halves of tho 
joln't state, and n temporary solution 
was adopted continuing the status 0.110 
until the end of l!)i»L'. when It was stip- 
ulated that the definitive 
ausglolch 


must bo concluded. 


Therefore, at midnight of Doc. 31. 


19(12, the customs compact must havo 
been agreed upon, or the unity of Aus- 
tria and Hungary for all practical pur- 
poses would have come to an end. M. 
Szoll traveled from Hildap<-'Ht to Vien- 
na, |and he nnd Dr. von Korber, under 
personal and vigorous pressure from 
Francis Joseph, spent the lust day of 
the old year In an anxious and stren- 
uous endeavor to reach an agreement.

Joseph's soothing Influence had been 
withdrawn tho prime ministers would 
havo drifted wide apart nnd Austria- 
Hungary would have broken In two, 
with some Zii.uoo.noo people on each 
side of the dividing line. 


It was slated above that there Is a 


flaw In the Austro-IIunr;arlan consti- 
tutional structure. That Is certainly 
the opinion of students of the affairs 
of tho dual monarchy In this country. 
The defect lies In an usnumptlon that 
does not correspond to fact. It Is as- 
sumed In tho constitution 
that, 
the 


Germans are strong enough numerical- 
ly and cohesively to .govern In Aus 
trla as the '.Magyars govern In Hun- 
gary. 
Hut the thing does not work 


out that way In practice. Tho result 
IB that whereas Hungary approaches 
any question affecting the Joint Inter- 
ests of the empire solidly devoted to 
the Hungarian point of view, Austria 
often approaches the some question 
tdrn asunder by racial or factional 
dlsscntlons. The result Is that Hun- 
gary usually gets the better of joint 
negotiations and Auntrln conies 
oft 


with a loss of material advantages and 
a gain of anti-federal Irritation.

Imprint of the eagle. 
The value of

this gold Is that, despite the fact of 
Its forming one-half of the country's 
circulating money. It Is rarely scon In 
the course of ordinary business. Ono 
may live In Now York or Chicago or 
.San Francisco without seeing a single 
gold coin for a year. This .In In strik- 
ing contrast 
to 
conditions abroad, 


where gold Is everybody's win. Th« 
gold sovereign of England Is as cur- 
rent as the $f> sliver certificate of this 
country. There, a mun with a small 
Income may not have n piece of paper 
money (the £» Unnk of England note 
Is the smallest) In 
his 
hands for 


months.

Nearly n thousand carloads of rye 


and 
buckwheat, harvested from the 


green fields of northern 
Wisconsin 


and Minnesota are brought 
Into 


Janesville every year to be 
ground 


into flour In the Ulodgett '" Milling 
Company's big plant, one of Janes- 
vllle's most complete concerns. This 
is supposed to be the largest mill in 
the United 'States for grinding rye 


• and buckwheat. 
Tho co'mpany: has 


12 branch elevators. 4 of which are 
In Illinois. From the time tho grain 
arrives at the elevator. In 
bulk In 


the car. to the time It reenters 
the 


car. sacked. In the form of flour, to 
be taken to some distant town. It Is 
handled altogether by machinery. 


Capacity and Powei^. 
First, the- grain Is run from the car 


and elevated to the large bins. These 
have a. total capacity, at one time, of 
20 carloads of grain. 
As many as 


700 barrels of buckwheat flour can be 
ground Jn a day. 'and OVOP 2,000 bus 
hels of rye in the same time. 
Two 


engines of 130 and 100 horse-power 
and three water 
wheels of 
1BO 


horse-power Is the energy provided 
to do the 
work 
necessary. 
The 


•water wheels are connected to the 
main shaft and 
arc 
used ' contin- 


ually except In winter when the river 
is too low. For ten months in the 
year the plant Is run day and nights. 
There are two shifts, one of cloven 
hours and tho other thirteen. 
The 


company make all Its own 
barrels 


having a separate copper shop, these 
barrels when full weigh In tho neigh- 
borhood of 190 pounds. 
Some' 
of 


the flour Is shipped In sacks 
and 
large quantities of them are 
used, 
they are procured from a "Milwaukee 
concern. 
The sacks are 
made In 


- different sizes 
and 
when 
filled. 


weigh from ten to one hundred and 
forty poundu. 


Most all the flour Is sold 
In car- 


load lots and Is marketed In nil the 
large jobbing 
centers 
from San 


Francisco to New York. 


Making 'the Flour. 


From the huge bins. 
< in grinding 


flour, the grain Is first run through 
separators, where most of the dirt Is 
removed. It then goes through sever- 
al different kinds of cleaning mach- 
inery and from those Into an appara- 
tus that weighs It automlcally. 
so 
that at any time during the day or 
night, the exact amount of grain that 
has gone Into the 'machinery 
can 


easily be told. 
The kernels then go 


between a series of rollers and pas- 
sing between each pair of rollers go 
through a sifter which separates the 
broken grains from the part that has 
already been made Into flour. 
This 


continues until all parts of the ker- 
nel have been ground Into flour. The 
surfaces of the rollers are covered-. 
•with fine corrugations, which serve 
to break up the grains more thorugh- 
ly.

Rye flour comes out of the

the fall, beginning In 
October and

There Is not enough bucket- 
wheat grown In Wlsconsln.to supply 
(the demand and a large part, of the 
supply comes from New York and 
Pennsylvania.

MANY CHANGES IN TAXATION 


Laws Show More Alterations Than In

the law In detail In thu aftemoon, 
explaining oach section so minutely 
as to brook no misunderstandings. 
Ho also Invited free comment upon 
doubtful passages.

and 


their property came 1n for general 
discussion. 


By rushing the forms through tho 


hands of the printers the assessment 
blanks have all been completed, and' 
were this morning distributed. They 
are of eight styles, for use for dif- 
ferent purposes.

provided for each In the case of tho 
creameries and the 
banks. 
One 


form sudlces In each Instance for the 
real estate, railroads, personal prop- 
erty, and mortgages and other cred- 
its.

These had laid burled for centuries 


In the northwest of Ireland when a 
farm laborer turned them up while 
plowing In 1S9G.

eum bought them for £600. 


On these relics the Irish academy 


in Dublin assert that it has

claim, but whatever the means of
